The announcement climaxed a 
day of rapid-fire developments 
which included strikes in th<* Chev- 
rolet Motor Co. plant at Flint, and 
the Hudson Motor Car Co. and the 
Packard Motor Car Co. in Detroit, 
and the refusal of Chrysler Corp. 
officials to recognize the U. A. 
W. A. as sole collective bargaining 
agency in its plants. 

Many Plants Affected 
Affected by the Chrysler strike 
were the Plymouth, DeSoto, Dodge I 
and Chrysler plants. I 

The main Chryshr plant in 
Highland Park, scene of negotia¬ 
tions between the union and t In¬ 
corporation, still was ope rating at 
2:10 p. m., but a company offi¬ 
cial said he understood a strike 
was to become effective there soon. 

The Chrysler corporation em¬ 
ploys approximately 67,000 per¬ 
sons, of whom 59,000 work in nine 
Detroit plants. 

Its factories here are the Chrys¬ 
ler Highland Park plant, which 
covers 53 acres; the Chrysler Jef- 
ferson Avenue plant; the Chrysler 
Kercheval plant; the Dodge Bros, 
plant, the Plymouth plant, the 
Dodge forge plant, the lx* Sota 
piant, the Dodge truck plant and 
the Chrysler motor parts plant. 

Outside of Detroit* Chrysler 
plants an? located in Marysville, 
Mich., Windsor, Ont., Newcastle, 
Inti., Evansville, Ind., Los Angeles 
and Helena, Ont. 

Chevrolet Strike Ends 
Chrysler’s refusal to recognize 
the U.A.W.A. as sole bargaining 
agency was announced shortly 
after a new mass sit-down strike 
affecting from 5,000 to 9,000 em¬ 
ployes closed several departments 
of the Hudson Motor Car Com¬ 
pany. Among union demands was 
one for a blanket increase in 
wages. 

Four plants of the Chevrolet 
Motor Company at Flint. Mich., 
were closed by another dispute in¬ 
volving union and non-union work¬ 
ers relations, hut Robert Travis, 
United Automobile Workers or¬ 
ganizer, announced this afternoon 
the settlement of the Chevrolet 
strike He said the men would re¬ 
turn to work pending the- comple¬ 
tion of negotiations with company 
officials.

State legislators from Orange 
county were on the warpath today 
to protect its water. 

They have pledged themselves to 
fight assembly bill 272, which 
would grant an appropriation by 
the state of $800,000 to San Ber¬ 
nardino county for water spread¬ 
ing purposes. 

Alarmed at the possibility of in¬ 
creased water spreading opera¬ 
tions in the upper reaches of the 
Santa Ana river, officers of the 
Orange County Water district had 
appealed to the state legislators 
to oppose the measure. 

Swing To Help 

For many years Orange county 
water interests have fought the 
water spreading operations in the 
upper counties. Seeking to halt 
the practice and protect Orange 
county's rights, James Irvine filed 
suit to stop the water spreading 
unless Orange county was granted 
its fair share of the river flow. 

Not only will Orange county’s 
three state legislators oppose the 
new plan to further spread water, 
but Senator Swing from San Ber- 
rardino county will help Orange 
county defeat the measure. 

A letter received today from 
Sen Harry C. Westover, concern¬ 
ing the measure, said, ”1 have dis¬ 
cussed the matter with Assembly- 
men Watson and Kuchel and I am 
sure the Orange county delegation 
will oppose the measure in com¬ 
mittee and upon the floor of the 
assembly and senate. 

1‘litns Early Action 

“It is our hope that this bill may 
he killed in committee.

Santa Ana’s drive for traffic 
safety continued today with the, 
issuing of 37 citations over the 
week-end, and arrest of three on 
drunk driving charges.

Chief of Police Floyd Howard 
announced today that his depart¬ 
ment would declare war on viola¬ 
tors of two sections of the vehicle 
code which previously had been 
overlooked to considerable extent. 
Both deal with minors driving 
cars. 

The first, section 250A, makes it 
a misdemeanor for a minor to 
drive a car without a license. The 
second, section 333, makes it a 
misdemeanor on the part of the 
minor’s parents or guardians to 
allow him to drive without a li¬ 
cense. 

All cases of violation of these 
two sections will be prosecuted 
rigorously. Chief Howard says, in 
addition to the customary prosecu¬ 
tion for infraction of traffic and 
safety rules.

FitU Tells Attack 

"I arn hoping the injury will ' 
leave no permanent impariment to 
the arm, but that will be known 
only after it is determined whether 
a vital nerve was severed. The 
bone was not shattered.” 

Fitts, still under the effects of 
an anaesthetic, gave a brief state¬ 
ment as he was wheeled from the 
surgery. He was turning out of his 
. driveway into a public avenue, he 
said, when he suddenly saw the 
sedan parked back of a clump of 
bushes. 

"I knew I was in for trouble,” 
lie continued. "The ambush car 
moved along side mine the run¬ 
ning hoards almost touching. A 
man leaned out of the sedan. There 
was a spurt of fire. A shot! My 
windshield was shattered and my 
left arm, which had been resting 
on the sill of the left front door, 
dropped helpless at my side. 

"Work of Amateurs” 

"I am certain two shots were 
i fired. As the black sedan roared 
j away, I got my ear in gear and 
. drove to the home of my parents.” 

Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz de¬ 
clared the shooting "unquestion¬ 
ably is the work of amateurs. No 
expert machine-gunner or hard- 
i cned gangster would have bungled 
i the job. The only reason Fitts 
wasn’t killed was because a nov¬ 
ice gunman was appointed to ‘get’ 
him.”

Concern for Daughter

The relatives said Fitts’ first 
concern was for Mary Lou. his 
adopted 10-year-old daughter, who 
has been guarded for several 
months since threats were made 
against the district attorney. 

"Don’t let them get Mary Lou!” 
he was quoted as saying as opi¬ 
ates were administered. 

Guards about the Fitts family 
were increased last week follow¬ 
ing the sit-down strike at the 
Douglas aircraft factory. Fitts ob¬ 
tained the indictment of 343 sit- 
downers on charges of conspiracy 
to trespass, and yesterday con¬ 
ferred with police on reported mo¬ 
lestation of Douglas workers. His 
office announced that scores of 
threatening messages had reached 
him after the indictments were 
voted at his request. 

Alarmed at Dinner 

Except for the police conference, 
Fitts spent a quiet Sunday at his 
ranch, tendering a dinner party to 
several friends. Jack Cushman, 
his personal bodyguard, recalled 
today that he "didn’t like the feel 
of things” because the Fitts’ pet 
dog growled and leaped at the 
open window during the meal.

SAN FRANCISCO. DP)—Resi¬ 
de nts of the San Francisco bay re¬ 
gion were shaken from sleep by 
an earthquake at 2:32 a. m., to¬ 
day which knocked articles from 
shelves and walls in eastbay cities. 

Officers at the Albany police 
station and the sheriff’s office in 
Martinez declared the movement 
in those eastbay communities was 
the sharpest they had felt since 
tli 1906 San Francisco disaster. 

Bottles on liquor store shelves 
were shaken to the floor and 
broken in an Albany store. 

The shock was less severe in 
San Francisco, though the tele¬ 
phone company reported hundreds 
cf calls by alarmed residents. 
Telephone exchanges were so bad¬ 
ly swamped it sometimes took 15 
minutes to complete a call. 

An attendant at the office of 
Dr. Perry Byerly, seismologist of 
the University of California, said 
the seismograph at Berkeley indi¬ 
cated the quake center was “with¬ 
in 20, probably 15 miles.” 

He said that the fact the move¬ 
ment appeared more severe on the 
eastbay side, would seem to indi¬ 
cate it was caused by a slipping 
of what is known as the Hayward 
fault. He described the quake as 
"moderate” intensity. 

The fault runs near the town 
• of Hayward, about 15 miles south 
of Berkeley and near all of the 
cities that reported the quake at 
1 strong.

The lizards and serpents are 
about to leave the scenes where 
Phar Lap, "The Red Terror," ran 
down the middle of the track to 
make turf history. 

Horse-racing is coming back to 
Agua Caliente. That is the word 
from Mexico City and Los An¬ 
geles. 

The dust of a two-year siesta 
is about to be shaken from the 
$3,500,000 racing plant, with hopes 


that the romantic fiestaland of 
the cinema stars may be reborn. 

So says Gene Normile, the vet¬ 
eran turfman in Los Angeles, who 
watched the growth of the sport 
of kings down here in Mexico 
through the Tijuana stage and 
into the Mexican paradise "at the 
end of the rainbow” in the build¬ 
ing of the Agua Caliente Jockey 
club track in 1929. 

That was acclaimed as the 
"most lavish and luxurious club¬ 
house, grandstand and stables in 
the world, all of steel and con¬ 
crete construction.” 

It saw the fruition of James 
Coffroth’s dream starting in 1917 
of developing the world’s richest 
race with the ultimate goal of 
$ 100,000 added. 

In 1929 Coffroth raised his Cof- 
froth Handicap at Tijuana to 
$108,900. The gala opening of 
Agua Caliente the following sea¬ 
son found the first Agua Caliente 
handicap of $108,300 won by Vic¬ 
torian In 1931 seven-year-old 
Mike Hall, rising from the ranks 
of the platers took the second 
Agua Caliente handicap, necking 
out Sun Beau the great money 
winning horse. 

The next year the Great Phar 
Lap, coming from Australia, 
trained in mystery and secrecy, 
was the sensational winner over 
a field including a preakness win¬ 
ner, an American derby winner, 
the champion of Canada, the New 
Orleans winter champion and 
others. 

Then in the following two years 
Gallant Sir took the big stake 
race in succession. 

These were during the years of 
prohibition and closed tracks in 
adjoining California. Across the 
road from the Jockey club was 
the famous $10,000,000 SPA. the 
gambling casino of luxury, that 
year after year found famous fig¬ 
ures of the world and day after 
day the glamorous figures of 
Hollywood in attendance. 

In July, 1935, the lights went 
out. The show was over as com¬ 


pletely as the final curtain drop 
stage play. 

President Cardenas banned 
gambling in Mexico.

WASHINGTON. -The United 

States, twenty years after its en¬ 
try into the World war, is build¬ 
ing one of the most scientific 
fighting machines in its history. 

Speed and efficiency, rather 
than numbers, have become the 
A.merican military goal. 

At a cost of nearly a half bil¬ 
lion dollars a year, this is what 
the army seeks by 1939: 

Here Is program 

Ir. men—14,000 regular officers, 
165,000 regular troops, 210,000 
national guardsmen, 120,000 re¬ 
serve officers, and 150,000 reserve 
troops. 

Ir. airplanes- 2,320 planes, all 
under five years old. 

In guns—more and better ar¬ 
tillery and machine guns and 8- 
shot semi-automatic rifles for all 
troops. 

In machines—more tanks and 
substitution of motor and tractor 
power for animals as far as pos¬ 
sible. 

Small, But Fast 

This planned army is small in 
comparison with the 4,000.000 
yonks who donned uniforms a 
score of years ago. It is small in 
comparison with the forces wor¬ 
ried European nations are main¬ 
taining. 

But military experts say it will 
be so fast and efficient that its 
size—officially called an "irre¬ 
ducible minimum"—is enough to 
defend a nation with the geograph¬ 
ical advantages of the United 
States. 

The April 6 anniversary of 
United States' entrance into the 
great war will emphasize the dif¬ 
ference in tactics that may make 
thir small army so potent. Twenty 
years ago, millions of men dug 
into trenches while ponderous war 
machines butted destructively 
against each other. The war lasted 
four years, exhausting the victors 
as well as the vanquished. 

Four Armies Created 

The American army's first post¬ 
war step was to expand it general 
staff to train commanders for a 
more decisive type of strategy. 
Division of the nation’s forces into 
four armies and creation of a gen¬ 
eral headquarters air force follow¬ 
ed. Now the revised policy is being 
applied to personnel and equip¬ 
ment. 

Regular officers now number 
15,187 and enlisted men 150,305, 
but the enlisted man will reach 
the 165,000 goal by July 1. The 
national guard strength of 189,- 
173 will reach 200,000 or 10,000 
from par on the same date. Ex¬ 
pansion of reserves is the big job. 

There are 95.000 reserve officers, 
leaving 25,000 to be recruited from 
college cadets and civilian camps. 
Congressional action will be asked 
soon to enroll 150,000 reserve en¬ 
listed men—all to be former regu¬ 
lars 

1500 Planes In Army 

Pointing to the superiority of 
small trained forces against large 
untrained armies in both Ethiopia 
and Spain, American tacticians 
a,re pinning their hopes on skilled 
fighters and equipment. 

The U. S. army now has 1,500 
serviceable planes, roughly 60 per 
cent of them bombers. Five hun¬ 
dred more will be bought this year 
but most of them will be replace¬ 
ments. Some will have a speed of 
300 miles an hour and a cruising 
range of 3,000 miles. 

Passing of the army mule and 
the Springfield rifle are sympto¬ 
matic of the times. The first 
mechanized cavalry and infantry 
units already are in service and 
the semi-automatic rifle will be 
handed out to demonstration 
squads soon. 

Even traditional formations are 
yielding to the demand for mobil¬ 
ity. The army has reduced the size 
of the division from 27,000 to 13,- 
000 men.

January’s unusual weather, Kin- 
cer said, was blamed on suspen¬ 
sion of a high pressure air mass 
over the Atlantic ocean around 
and below Bermuda. 

Like a truck breaking down in 
traffic it deflected other air mass¬ 
es from their normal courses and 
so brought on the erratic weather. 

The most freakish development 
came, Kincer said, when dense 
clouds of soil from the south¬ 
western “dust bowl" fell into the 
flood waters of the Ohio and 
Mississippi. 


WASHINGTON. UP)—Spring—- 
the season of balmy breezes, bud¬ 
ding roses and head colds has 
pushed winter clear off the na¬ 
tion's weather maps. 

For the weatherman spring 
began officially March 1. 

But the astronomer, a checkup 
on the situation showed today, is 
still fast in the grip of winter. 
It won’t be spring for him until 
March 21 when the sun comes 
over the equator on its annual 
swing northward. 

The astronomical spring is 
fixed by the sun, the meteorologi¬ 
cal spring by the calendar. 

So the weatherman’s winter 
ended a week ago. It was, the 
records showed, just about nor¬ 
mal despite mid-continent floods, 
extreme cold in the West and un¬ 
seasonable warmth in the East. 

"December and February were

SACRAMENTO. (218 The Doni- 
hue assembly investigation com¬

Leon Donihue, chairman, sum¬ 
moned the old audit investigating 
ccmmittee appointed by the 1933 
legislature and which investigated 
liquor control and the state board 
of equalization last summer, for 
the purpose of preparing a report 
on its activities. 


WASHINGTON. 1218 Legisla¬ 
tion designed to benefit thousands 
of World war veterans and their 
dependents is taking shape quietly 
in the house of representatives. 

The lack of fanfare attending 
the preparations is in sharp con¬ 
trast to the turbulent times in 
past congresses when payment of 
the bonds was under consideration. 

The house veterans committee 
has been at work for weeks on the 
problem of caring for veterans' 
widows and mothers whose insur¬ 
ance expires within the next year 
or so. 

Dependents of veterans killed in 
1917-1918 have received approxi¬ 
mately $263,000,000 under the or¬ 
iginal war risk insurance issued 
when the men enlisted, hut the 
last of these policies is scheduled 
to terminate in 1938. 

In the affected group are about 
42,000 mothers of veterans and 
10,800 widows. 

Other problems being studied by 
the committee include the ques¬ 
tion of restoring benefits by the 
economy act and also the proposed 
renewal of five-year "level pre¬ 
mium” term insurance which ex¬ 
pires this year. 


NEW YORK. (21-1 Torn halves 
of a paper bearing Chinese writ¬ 
ing, one in the possession of an 
Oriental carpenter aboard the Far 
East steamship Taybank and the 
other half held by an East river 
boatman, have landed the pair in 
Federal jail charged with trying to 
smuggle into New York opium 
valued by officials at between 
$200,000 and $500,000. 

Federal agents announced the 
seizure, one of the largest in har¬ 
bor history, the arrest of six men 
in all, and the questioning of the 
Taybank’s chief officer, Roland R. 
C. Jones, and nearly 30 members 
of his crew. 

One-half the torn slip was 
found, the agents said, in Willie 
Bonanzi's pocket, along with 
$1400 in cash, when he was ar¬ 
rested. And the other half, the 
tear fitting perfectly, was in the 
possession of the carpenter, Ah 
Man. When fitted together, they 
said, the ticket guaranteed that 
the opium was being delivered to 
to the person to whom intended. 

The opium was found hidden 
away aboard the Taybank, a small 
steamer of slightly over 5000 
tons, and was packed in small 
cans, much like tobacco tins.

BERLIN. 'Ah Nazi economists 
blame the slaughter of Germany'ij 
pigs and the resultant food short¬ 
age which contributed, to the na¬ 
tion’s defeat in the World war on 
a brain-trust of "Jewish professors 
and intellectuals.” 

The theory advanced by the 
group for 1915’s grand scale hog¬ 
killing, the economists say after 
months of research, was that too 
many potatoes needed for human 
consumption would be fed lha 
hogs unless a ruthless eradication 
campaign was ordered. 

The investigating committee, 
headed by Agriculture Minister 
Walter Barre, found that the most 
active member of the brain-trust 
was Prof. Paul Eltzbacher of the 
Beilin Institute of Commerce, as¬ 
sisted by "other Jewish profes¬ 
sors." 

The Nazi minister of agriculture 
said a surplus of potatoes ap¬ 
peared about the time the last of 
the 1915 victims were being 
slaughtered. "Millions of tons” of 
potatoes were said to have rotted 
in the fields." 

So important does the German 
government consider the results o 
the "sehewinemord” (swine mur 
der) that it is having IJarre’s find 
ings published in book form. Thr 
book is expected to promote un 
flerstanding among rural and met¬ 
ropolitan populations Tor the Naz 
government's agricultural regimen 
tation program.
